Miss Eileen Kurland, 19, of 6546 
W* Archer ave., Chicago, was. killed 
at 10:30 a. nr. Sunday ,when 4 her 
westbound car went off Loon Lake 
rd,, knocked down several ■ guide 
posts, rolled over several times, and 
somersaulted into. 10 feet of water 
in aslough 'alongside the highway. 

Miss Kurland was thrown out of 
the car, and an unidentified motor- 
ist pulled her to shore, but she f was 
reported dead when the Antioch 
Rescue squad arrived. 

A passenger, Joan Matlin, 21, Chi- 
cago, crawled' from . the car and 
made her way .to safety. "She suf- 
fered face bruises, right -shoulder, 
neck, arm, and 'stomach injuries." . 

The body of Miss Kurland was 
taken to the Strang Funeral home, 
in Antioch and later taken to Chi- 
cago. ■. 
- William Slingo, 19, of 5310 Con- 
gress st., Chicago, drowned in Cedar 
Lake, Lake Villa Sunday evening." 
He was, swimming with. Howard 
Jacobsen, a Chicago friend, at a 
Lake .Villa "resort -when he sank

and Slingo were swimming to a raft 
and when he reached the raft he 
looked 'hack and. did 'not see his

the body, but failed to find it, and 
the Lake Villa Rescue squad, began: 
dragging.- operation .which were "sue-' 
eessOT^afte'f /*ari ; hour'.' \, The body, 
was 20 feet from shore .on a line 
with the,, raft. .It was taken to the 
Strang .Funeral" home - at Antioch 
where Coroner Robert JH. : Babcox 
swore in an inquest jury- Monday. 

Then the body was taken to Chi- 
cago for burial. . 

In another part of Lake county 
William A. ComptonJ 5, • of- 2620 
was drowned at Diamond lake, -and 
Hector Portillo, 23, of 163LN; Spaul- 
dirig ave., ; Chicago; was : killed .in a 
traffic accident at Round Lake.

As a defensive "move, "neighbors 
purchased the State Conservation 
camp on Fox and Petite lakes Mon- 
day, for $75,050. 

•The bid. offered by Howard Wil- 
lett of Willett Transportation Inc., 
Chicago, was made for Mrs. Willett, 
her son, David W. Hall, and son-in-' 
law, Rosbert E, Langford, heirs of 
John B. Hall, who own property, on 
both sides of the state grounds. " 

Willett's was the only bid and 
was just $50 in excess. of the mini- 
mum price set by the state. Be- 
cause zoning limits> the use of the' 
building' and grounds to one family 
residence and prevents dormitory 
use, the appraisers reduced' the 
minimum .price from- $125,000 to 
$75,000 as a more realistic figure. 

Willett said the state will lose 
nothing on the transaction because 
it paid but $55,000, for the property. 

A, representative of Fox Lake 
Bank officials was* prepared to bid 
in their behalf as a group of busi- 
ness men, and not as. the bank it- 
self, to obtain, the place as a hospi- 
tal, but made, no offer when he 
found that the'neigh'bors were pre- 
pared to bid. 

Mayor Albert ' Hoffmeyer, presi- 
dent .of the bank, said the busmess- 
meh..would consult Vfcith.the Willetts 
•to ascertain whether they^ would be 
satisfied with a rezoning so that the- 
place might be used as a hospital or 
rest home. 

' The'auction took, place at 11:30 
a. m. Monday and was conducted by 
Louis Martin, assistant .director of 
the State Department of Conserva- 
tion in the presence of Glen Palmer, 
director/ Palmer approved the sale.

Antioch "School District 34. had 
the. lowest tax rate of the 50 dist- 
ricts in cities and villages in Lake 
County, Walter J. Smith, chief 
clerk in the County tax extension 
department. 

The -rate for 1955. was $2,449 in 
tc^rast to. Round- Lake^Park's rate 
of $4,009 which was the highest.. 

The greatest . rate increase^ listed 
is .189 "cents at Round Lake'Beach 
Dist; 43; and High School Dist.

During, the radio-TV silence per- 
iod' -fpnly .CONELRAD stations will 
remain oh the air on the establish- 
ed frequencies of 640 and 1240 kilo- 
cycles.. CONELRAD stations are 
those who., have-ibeen approved .to 
participate, in emergency, broadcast- 
ing on an "on-off" basis to prevent

God-Given Rights 

Certain rights, such as the right of trial by jury, 
are spelled out specifically in the Constitution of the 
United States. 

But, as a DaMille Foundation Bulletin observes, 
there are vital rights which are not so specified. 
The Bulletin says: "The Constitution does not set 
forth the right of a man, to eat . , . nor to sleep . . '. 
nor to stand up inor lie ( down. These actions are part 
of daily living— of life itself, and therefore need no 
defining." 

Then the BiiUetin""adds: "Our founding fathers 
took for granted certain* human rights and therefore 
saw no need to write, them into the Constitution. 

"These are God-given rights and the right to 
life is one of them! - - » 

"The. right to life means the right to work— for 
like eating and sleeping and breathing, working is an 
indispensable pari of living." ( . 
:':.• That right to work involves exactly what the 
term implies^-the r .right to join a union or not join 
<a union as each individual sees fit; the right to be 
iree of coercion -by either the union or the employer. 
This is the all-important right that the closed shop 



and the union shop deny to millions of supposedly 
free people. 

Without Rhyme or Reason 

The essence of the principal recommendation 
made by the Presidential Advisory Committee on 
Transport Policy and Organization is simple. It is 
that the various common carriers should have greater 
freedom : in pricing the transportation services they ■ 
offer. Each 'carrier would be permitted to' charge 
a rate without there being taken into consideration 
the effect it would have on other forms of trans- 
portation—provided the rate in question was com- " 
pensatory, not unreasonably high, and not discrim- 
inatory , or preferential. 

That proposal has been endorsed by newspapers 
throughout the country, by • many legislators and 
other high government officials, by 'the purchasing 
agents and traffic managers of many pleading com-.-; 
panics, by civic and business organizations, by the-: 
railroads, and by others. It has been opposed,- on i 
the other hand, by some of the railroads' com- 
petitors. ,, 

The opposition, it ' would seen,- can "stem from 
only one idea— the idea that these competitors ixcS, 
for some reason entitled- to special protection evenv 
•though it means higher transportation costs -and arti- 
ficial and arbitrary' allocation' of the available traf- 
fic. And the users of transportation— which includes 
everyone, directly or indirectly — would pay the 
higher, costs. 

This idea has neither rhyme nor' reason. If fair 
competition is. good in other fields of endeavor, it 
is good in transportation. "Under fair competition, 
each carrier can make the most of its inherent ad- 
vantages— and the public will get the best ' possible 
transportation service at the lowest possible cost,-

IN 50 YEARS 

Men and institutions are ultimately judged by 
results. 

That is true of medical research. And the re- 
sults it has produced in. the last half -century or so 
are superlative by any standard. 

The .head of a pharmaceutical company tells of *> 
some of them in the current issue of The Exchange- 
Magazine. In 1900, life expectancy at .birth was 
about 49 years. Now it is around 71. years, and some 
experts expect it to roach between 90 and 100 years 
by the 'end of this century. 

In 1900 the greatest killer was pneumonia; Now;? 
it has been all but defeated, with the- death rate 
down from 152 per 100,000 to 12. In 1900, the sur- 
vivors of pneumonia could count on paying three 
months' wages for hospital bills. Today the dis- 
ease is often cured at home with antibiotics, at a 
comparatively small cost, y 

Particularly noteworthy progress has been maSp 
in saving children. Of every 1,000 babies surviving 
birth in 1000, 162 died within the first year; today 
the figure is less than 30. At the beginning of the 
century, 7,000 children died annually of whooping 
cough; last year the mortality was 810. 

- These are but a few of ' the many facts that 
could be cited as to what medicine has accomplished 
on behalf of us all. In the last 50 years more prog- 
ress has been made in conquering disease and in 
prolonging life than In -the enttrd ptpvfous hisiory 
of man's existence. It was done by free men In a,, 
free "system.

Reckless or negligent operation of 
vessels is not limited to operation at 
excessive speeds, but may ! include 
overloading, small boats, creating- a 
wave capable ,of causing damage, 
operating in areas frequented by 
swimmers, pulling a water skier 
through am area in" which other 
boats are operating, or where there 
are swimmers,, or operating in such 
a manner as to cause a collision. 
- In addition to the U. S. - Coast 
Guard citing offenders, any private 
citizen who witnesses a violation on 
the wafers of the Great Lakfcs may 
report it also to the nearest. United 
States Commissioner or ..United 
States Attorney. Information need- 
ed would be the name and (or) boat 
number of the vessel involved, (the 
time and place, and most important, 
names and addresses of witnesses 
to the incident.

The normal body .temperature has 
uocn standardized *t- about 08.6 de : 
Sees Fahrenheit; The- normal may 
be a degree below or -above this 
figure When changing, weather 
conditions cause the temperature .to 
STor fall, a little center in the 
brain, acting like a thermostat, 
turns loose the mechanics .that help 
the body maintain its normal tem- 



perature. 

To keep cool in hot weather,, you 
must help your body lose, heat, 
when* the body temperature is high, 
the heat control center ■ starts the 
sweat glands to work harder, caus- 
ing a person to perspire "more proi 
fusely. As the perspiration evap- 
orates from "the' skin, heat is taken 
away from the body. When the 
■ air is humid, less evaporation; takes 
place, and the body is slow to cool. 
Air conditioning is the modern, way 
to keep cool. ..This engineering ad- 
vance is becoming uniformly; used 
in offices, Industrial ; plants, stores 
and homes. . Aside? from .- keeping ; 
the body temperature, comfortable, 
air conditioning also filters out such 
irritants as dust '.dirt ahdy.pollen 
which cause misery, to allergic per- 
sons. , ' . ■ ; 

Not all. of us. wish to remain in- 
doors during : our ifj leisurV>hours.' 
For those attracted to the outdoors, 
there are some rules that » will- help 
■ward off the hot weather . discom- 
forts. . ; . .• « -. 

Loose clothing,- such, as porous or 
mesh materials, permty perspiration 



to evaporate more .easily; frequent 
baths or sponge baths help to keep 
the body cool, as welt as free from 
odor; drinking water frequently re- 
places the fluid lost through, per- 
spiration; rest, even, though .eight 
hours' sleep is not always possible, 
will keep; the .body free of physical 
and mental stress. 

Special attention should . be paid 
to diet/ Heat .is produced in the 
body by the burning of various 
foodstuffs. The process is called 
metabolism. Because our body tis- 
sues and muscles need just as much 
building materials' in summer, it is 
much better to eat a well-balanced 
meal, rather than? cut down on in- 
take. This can be achieved by eat- 
ing less heat^producing foods, 'rather 
than eating an inadequately' bal- 
anced meal. If you doht eat prop- 
erly, yoii are apt to feel run down 
and fatigued. Here the heat and 



humidity cannot be blamed. Your 
body is tired because it is not re- 
ceiving proper fuel to carry on* a 
normal pace. 

Remember these feiv simple hints 
to keep cool. Adherence to them 
will 'bring' dividends in physical 
comfort. Remember . too that a

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Forest Service 
Studies Lightning 
By Seeding Clouds 

WASHINGTON — Cloud seeding 
as a means of preventing or re- 
ducing the severity of lightning 
will be tried out in northern Ari- 
zona as part of the Fores' Serv- 
ice sponsored program known as 
"Project Skynre." This coopera- 
tive program is designed to. learn 
more' about the, occurrence, be- 
havior, and control of lightning 
caused fires. 

- Experiments will be carried out 
on the Coconino National Forest 
were lightning causes hundreds 
of Arcs- annually. More than 6,000 
lightning ^flrcs occur ^ each year 
, in western forests, ' representing 
05 per cent of the forest fires In 
the Rocky Mountain states, and , 
42 per cent in the Pacific Coast 
states. 

A specially built mobile radar 
unit will detect, track, and ana- 
lyze lightning storms. It also will 
assist in comparing the results on 
seeded and unseeded cloud sys- 
tems. This Is the first use of radar 
in forest fire control. ^The unit, 
installed in a truck trailer adapted 
for this special purpose by the 
U. S. Weather Bureau, has pro-* 
ject headquarters near Flagstaff, 
Arizona. 

Lightning storms and cloud sys- 
tems in ihc project area will be- 
observed from a network of fire 
lookout stations; Time lapse mo-* 
tion picture cameras on several 
-towers will record the life cycle : 
of lightning storms. 

Actual seeding will' be on an ex- 
ploratory basis only and will be 
limited ■ to "the occasions when 
Isolated lightning storms develop 
that are" suitable for this type" of 
study. . \ • 



Infant Survival 
Rate Increasing 

NEW YORK— Important gains 
have been made in reducing the . 
heavy loss of life among babies 
during the later stages of preg- 
nancy and soon after birth, but 
such mortality still constitutes a 
serious medical and public health 
problem. ■ / 

Prenatal mortality declined 
steadily In the United States from 
a death rate of 51.4 per 1,000 live 
births in 1040 to 35.0 in 1053. 

Despite this progress, more than 
136,000 such deaths were recorded 
In 1053. Of this number, about 
69,000 were still-births nnd 67,000 
were liveborn children who died 
before they were one week old. The 

latter figure alone is twice the num- 
ber of deaths that occur yearly 
among children in the age' range 
from one to fourteen years. Pre- 
mature birth was reported as on 
associated condition in a majority 
of deaths within the first -week. 

The prenatal death rate is 
higher for male babies than for fe-- 
males, and prenatal mortality Is 
shown to vary according to the ade- 
quacy of prenatal care and diet of 
the mother.

MINNEAPOLIS— Does your back 
ache? If so, don't feel too badly 
about It. You are not alone. 

Orthopedic physicians report that 
close to 50 per cent of their- cases 
consist of the enormous assortment', 
of backaches to which humanity is- 
subject. 

Most back troubles, even the dis- 
abling ones, come from things peo- 
ple do to themselves; only a minor- 
ity are the result of outside causes. 

By far the number one cause 
of back 'trouble is posture — faulty 
posture while standing, sitting, 
sleeplngf-Jworking, lifting, driving. 
In fact, the posture habits of most 
Amer/cans are prejty' terrible; if 
right posture habits were drilled' 
into .all school children it would 
save an enormous amount, of dis- 
ability in later life, for most back 
troubles* occur in men and women . 
over 40. 

Posture Is so much more im- 
( portant than most people realize 
because the human spine is a pret- 
ty weak piece of engineering. It Is l 
a makeshift adaptation forced by 
that odd human habit of going 
around on two feet Instead of on all 
fours. To hold .the trunk upright 
the spine hos»to" form an S-curve, 
which even a freshman ' engineer- 
ing studeht will teU you is a pretty 
weak set-up. Postures which exag- 
..gerate the "S" curve lnyite- strain 
and pain. 



Alien Physicians 
Training in U. S. 

CHICAGO — More than. 6,000 
foreign physicians are^ in Uie 
'United' States this year to com- 
plete their professional training 
as interns or resfdents, while 
more than 1,700 Americans are 
^studying at foreign medical 
schools. 

A survey of foreign physicians in 
the U. S. was made by the Institute 
of International Education and the* 
American 'Medical Association. , 

The study* showed that" 1,730 
Americans are studying in 26 dif- 
ferent countries.. Switzerland, Italy, . 
Canada. Netherlands and Belgium 
each have more than 100 Ameri- 
can students. The. University of 
Bologna (Italy) has the largest 
number, 243 American medical 
.students. 

- The 6,033 foreign physicians in 
the U. S. are training in 764 hos- 
pitals. This is almost a thousand 
moire than the 5,036^ reported .in 

1954-55. Approximately 47 jper cent 
first came here this year. 

Of .the group, 1,859 are internes 
and 4,174 are residents; 86.6 per 
cent are men and 13.4 are women. 
They are distributed, among all 
but four of the states. Only Idaho," 
; Nevada, New Mexico, and Wyom- 
ing have no foreign physicians in 
training. 
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Coast Guard Fimfs 

One in Ten Boats 

Violate Safety Law 



Cleveland, June 15 — During the 
1955 boating season, the U. "S. Coast 
Guard boarded over 40,000 motor- 
boats on federal waters in the Great 
Lakes area and intends this year to 
go over 50,000. 

Of this number last year, one out 
of every ten boats boarded was 
cited for a violation of the Motor- 
boat Act .". . failure to, have suffi- 
cient safety equipment to meet the 
legal requirements of the law. 
■ In 75 per cent of the violations, 
failure to have a sufficient number 
of life-saving devices aboard ac- 
counted for the citing. All motor- 
boats, regardless of their size, 
MUST . have a life-saving . device, 
approved by the Coast Guard, for 
each - person on board. 

Motorboats of less than^ 40 feet 
in length, must have one Coast 
Guard approved life preserver, 
buoyant vest,. ring buoy, or buoyant 
cushion," in good condition, for each 
person on board. Motorboats from' 
40 to 65 feet must have one Coast 
Guard . approved, lif e,. preserver, or 
ring buoy for each person on board]. 
(Buoyant cushions or buoyant vests 
will not meet the requirements of 
tine law on "this' class motorbbat. . 
; Motorboats - which carry passen- 
gers for hire mtist have an. approved 
jacket type" life preserver for each 
person on board, and an additional 
number of approved life preservers 
suitable for children, equal, to at 
least 10 per cent -of the:,. total of 
persons aboard. Operators "of .'such 
craft MUST also be licensed by the 
Coast Guard. 

All life preservers, to meet the re- 
quirements of the -Motorboat Act, 
MUST display the stamp .of, ap- 
proval by the U. S. Coast Guard. 
In the case of buoyant vests or 
cushions, a tag must be attached 
showing the Coast Guard's approval. 

This law is for the boatman's own 
protection. In the event of an 
emergency, such as a collision, fire, 
swamping, etc. I . . you cannot walk 
away, the life preserver may save 
your life.

Hot day and night ■temperatures 
dIus scattered showers— heavy in 
many localized areas— have pushed 
corn along very rapidly. In Illi- 
nois DeKalb "Seed Corn Crop re- 
porters, indicated corn height as 3 
inches above normal on 'June 20.' 
ifhis same condition would apply 
to most states west of Illinois, but 
east of here corn was smaller than 
normal because of late planting and 
much replanting. 

Conditions varied .considerably 
over the country- as shown by these 
reports by areas: Northern Indiana 
—plenty of subsoil moisture;' South- 
-western Minnesota, 100 record high 
for mid June; . Northwestern Ohio, 
—very little corn big enough to cul- 
tivate; Southwestern Iowa— poorest 
pastures since 1986; corn stands un- 
even because of. dry soil when ger- 
minating. 'Northeastern Nebraska 
—need rain badly — hot winds; East- 
ern . Missouri— subsoil unusually 
dry; New York— temperature jump- 
ed from winter -to summer; South- 
ern Indiana— much replanting due 
to floods; Oklahoma— most corn 
tasseled; Southwestern Missouri— 
unless it rains. each week, crops go 
backwards rapidly; Tennessee — 
farmers using sorghum' to follow 
small grain; Northwestern Iowa- 
implement companies holding field 
days on borer control witih granu- 
lar D. D. T.; Central Illinois — soy- 
beans never looked better; South 
Carolina — boll weevil infestation 
exceedingly heavy. 

Insect pests are starting to ap- 
pear in large numbers . in some 
areas. Grasshoppers'; are being com- 
bated by spraying in Sou'Wierru Iowa, 
Missouri and Kansas. Corn borer 
moths are flying and eggs are be- 
ing laid in 'the 'Central Corni Belt. 
Areas of heaviest prospective dam- 
age are in the North half of Illinois 
and much of 'Iowa, Southern "Vyis^ 
consin, Minnesota and Southeastern 
South Dakota. Those one-time 
centers of corn-borer infestation- 
Michigan and. Ohio— are not now 
affected as much as the great conn 
growing areas of the Western Corn 
Belt.

Reminders of safety precautions 
«ire widespread, but the approach- 
ing July Fourth holiday will show 
once again how few people heed 
them. Unfortunately, loss of life, 
disability and unnecessary suffering 
will mar the happiness of many 
persons throughT carelessness on 
"The Fourth," the Educational Com- 
mittee of the Illinois State Medical 
Society observes in Health Talk. 

For example, Illinois has a law 
forbidding the sale of fireworks, 
yet numerous and yes, affectionate 
parents, will purchase these explo- 
sives illegally. The beauty of a 
colorful-, display of fireworks is 
quickly lost when a child is burned. 
"And fireworks have caused the loss 
of vision in one' or both eyes. 

Wise is the, parent who takes his 
child .to tha properly supervised 
public displays where every pre- 
caution is taken to* safeguard spec- 
tators. Don't let little hands near 
these explosives. Sparklers, even 
though they arc said to be inocuous, 
have caused damage and suffering. 

A tiny firecracker, slow to ignite, 
has been known to explode in the 
hands and face when picked up for 
investigation. 

Other accidents will occur on the 
Fourth, unless you do your share to 
« void them. Traffic accidents, 
drownings, excessive exercise, over- 
eating, too much and too rapid ex- 
posure to Uhe sun, falls will be 
other sources of tragedy. Driving 
too quickly, forgetting to give the 
other fellow right of way in traffic, 
and the imbibing of alcoholic bev- 
erages will be additional causes of 
accident. Will you or • some one 
dear to you be included in these sta- 
tistics? 

Drivers of motor vehicles should 
be cautious on the streets. Be- 
cause you are behind the wheel 
does not give you the right to forget 
the pedestrian. Don't rush those 
who are slow in crossing the street 
during ' a light change, and don't 
lose your temper in traffic con- 
gestion. "Beating" a light is not 
smart^it may be your undoing. 
And remember that safety signals 
are to be observed and not ignored. 

Children, with their young eii- 
thusiasm.are inclined to forget the 
don'ts and admonitions of parents. 
They will take chances on their bi- 
cycles or in play in the street that 
rnay endanger their lives. Here the 
edult mttst be alert to the need of 
protection. 

While all types of accidents occur 
each day, they mount during a holi- 
day. And holidays are not meant 
to be unhappy. 

Let's all join hands to keep this 
Fourth of July free of accident. If 
each of us thinks safety, drives care- 
fully-, and, plays safely, we will do 
our 'share' to' cut the holiday toll. 
Make this Independence Day — a 
true day of freedom — from care, 
worry and accident. 



Driving Tips 

Motorists taking to the "road' over 
the Fourth of July are urged tp be 
on- the alert for the heedless and 
reckless minority who will be re- 
sponsible for holiday injuries' and 
deaths in traffic crashes. v . 

" The Chicago Motor Club predicts 
that 15 persons will die and ,570 will 
be injured in accidents "over the 
holiday, in Illinois: 

Of-the 15 deaths, 5 will occur in 
Cook county, 2 of which "will take 
place in Chicago. In addition, Cook 
county will contribute 175 traffic 
injuries, 70 of which will occUr in 
Chicago. 

Motor Club traffic experts base 
their predictions on accident figures 
of previous years, volume of gas- 
oline consumption, state automobile 
registrations and anticipated traffic 
volumes. 

Pedestrians will contribute heav- 
ily to the July 4th: death toll, if 
previous traffic statistics can be 
used as a barometer. Figures re- 
veal that five of every nine traffic 
fatalities are pedestrlams, and in the 
majority of cases the pedestrian is 
at fault. 



Chas. M. Mayes, president of the 
Motor Club, calls upon motorists 
and pedestrians alike to keep the 
traffic toll at /minimum, adding: 

"Pedestrians should cross only at 
intersections, always obeying; traf- 
fic signals, They should look both 
directions before crossing, Jay- 
walking is an invitation to injury 
or /death. Those '] walking along 
tousy streets or highways should 
wear light clothing or. carry a light." 

The Motor Club president reiter- 
ated his previous advice for motor- 
ists, those suggestions including: 

1. Drive reasonable distances. If 
you get tired, take a catnap. 
- 2, Drive at a reasonable speed 

3. Keep in the proper lane and 
don't follow too closely. 

4. Pay attention to the signals, 
signs arid road markings. 

5. Don't be impatient. Passing 
on hills and curves is suicide, and 
give yourself plenty of room when 
passing. ";.. • 

<J. Don't over-indulge in food or 
drink if you're driving. Wear light 
clothing. 

7. Be courteous on the' road. 
Don't try to "beat the other fellow."
